During the previous meeting 
of the commission, it was decid:

options regarding the collection 
process, Option 1A would let 
the contracted Company pick up 
the solid waste in Coffee County 
and also be responsible for the 
billing process and collection of 
money from the county resi- 
dents for the service, Option 2B 
would let the contracted compa- 


ny pick up the solid waste with 
the county paying an agreed 
upon service fee, and then the 
coynty would be responsible for 
the billing process and collect- 
ing its money from the residents 
(this is the current procedure 
method). 

‘Monday morning, bids were 
submitted from Mark Dunning 
Industries (MDI), Arrow 
Disposal Services and Barry 
Moore Industries, 

MDI submitted a no bid for 
Option 1A, and a cost of
